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FOR BREEDING SUCCESS 



Some Well Defined Tracks, but 
No Sure Road Yet Found. 



Figure, Color and Mendel Systems 
Have All Failed to Bring 
Certainty. 



In the -world of bloodstock brooding no infallible 
road to success scorns to have yet been discovered, 
although several claims have been put forward. 

The figure system was one of the chief of these, 
and breeders have at least to thank the author for 
what has proved a useful “index to families.” The 
color system was shorter lived. It sought (and 
failed) to prove that color was allied with other 
factors in their transmission from generation to 
generation. This, of course, violated all the tenets 
which Mendeliaus hold most sacred, and the “sys- 
tem” soon died a natural-yenth. Had only some 
of these claims been substantiated the breeder would 
no longer be groping more or less blindly amid a 
network of disu|>pointments and apparent unaccount- 
abilities. 

But if there is no infallible road, there does 
sometimes appear to be a more or less well- 
defined track upon which the would-be breeder of 
winners may profitably set his feet. That history 
repents itself is surely true in bloodstock breeding, 
and the study of the pedigrees the great perform"- 
ers and sires of the past reveals hints which are 
of great value in the present. Occasionally it hap- 
pens that two lines of blood apparently “nick,” 
each seeming to be the complement of the other. 

Take the case of Macaroni marcs, which when 
allied to Bend Or produced some of the most 
famous horses we have known. Ormonde, Kendal, 
Laveno, Orvieto, Bona Vista, Martagon — great 
race horses and almost greater sires — they bear 
striking testimony to the immense value of this 
cross. But for these there would have been no 
Cyllene with his four Derby winners, no Craga- 
nour, no Polymelus, no The Tetrarch, to mention 
but a few. How different would the history of the 
turf have been! 

NO MOKE FLYING FOXES CAKE. 

Alas, that these alliances of particular lines of 
blood should not work out so consistently more fre- 
quently. From a Galopin mare Orme sired Flying 
Fox, and it is said he was afterward inundated 
with Galopin mares. Yet that cross failed to pro- 
duce a single other good horse, with the possible 
exception of Duke of Westminster, a brilliant two- 
year-old indeed, but he failed to win as a three- 
year-old, and subsequently won but one race. 

Of modern brood mares the daughters of Galli- 
jiule have done extraordinarily well at the stud 
and have bred winners to sires from all kinds and 
lines of blood, as tiie following list of their win- 
ners of £5,000 and over shows. (The winners are 
takeu down to the end of the 1915 racing season.)

Mark the diversity of the sires; there does not 
seem to be any pre-eminent “nick,” for all are good. 

Nevertheless, many brood mares are impotent to 
produce winners unless mated with their, so to 
(speak, affinity sires, and it is up to breeders to 
prolie more deeply into their needs. 

Just at the present time it almost looks as though 
another guiding star is glimmering. Bayardo, son 
of Bay Ronald, has proved himself, during his 
regrettable short career at the stud, worthy to be 
included among the great sires by such winners as 
Fopingaol, I.ord Basil, Gainsborough and Gay Cru- 
sader; Magpie, only a head behind the latter in the 
Two Thousand Guineas, is by Dark Ronald, another 
taxi of Bay Ronald 

A scrutiny of the pedigrees of all these winners 
reveals the presence of St. Frusquin blood close 
up. l*opiugaol, Lird Basil, Gainsborough and Mag- 
pie are, every one of them, out of St. Frusquin 
mares. Gay Crusader is from a mare by Beppo, 
whose dam is a daughter of St. Frusquin. These 
facts point to a distinct possibility that the com- 
bination of Bay Ronald and St. Frusquin blood may 
have results us far reaching as did the blend of 
Bend Or and Macaroni. — K. C. Brooke in Baily’a.

J. K. L Ross’ Colt Suffers First 
Defeat as a Three-Year-Old. 



Winner Favored by Weight and 
Track Conditions — Double 
Victory for S. C. Hildreth. 
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LIBERTYVILLE RA CING HAS ENDED 

Meeting at the Half Mile Track in 
Lake County Declared Off by 
Profitless Promoters 



The Liberty ville racing venture died a natural death yesterday. That is as it should be. It was out 
of Joint with sport and was only started for the purpose of profiteering by betting. The betting was by 
mechanical device the opening <la.v. Such betting is doubly illegal as gambling under an old statute and 
gaming by mechanical device under n new one. Attorney General Brundage stopped the totalisator feat- 
ure after one day’s racing, which was attended by a holiday crowd of less than 1,000 people, drawn to 
the LibertyvlUe track by curiosity and love of racing and betting. The speculation of the second day’s 
racing and since was by the oral method and probably iterfectly legal unless its operators were noisy 
anil iiersistent professionals. 

The establishment at Libertyville, with a ramshackle country fair track, no accommodations and 
poor stables, was utterly inadequate to modern racing crowds. What there was of the racing was clean 
and good, but too shabby for continuance. The half-mile track itself was safe and good. Racing on 
half-mile courses, with the proper color and tools, Is quite attractive to the eye. But the color and tools 
were lacking at Libertyville. Therefore it is quite proper that it has stopped. Had the promoters been 
game enough to have gone on, faced the oral betting angle in the courts and been willing to stand the 
incidental financial pinch, racing might have benefited by the Libertyville movement— badly as it was 
organised. As it is, there is only a racing lesson left. 

Chicago is a big and splendid town. Many of its inhabitants of good class love racing and its specu- 
lation and health. Horse racing without some betting is not profitable to nearly the point of paying the 
cost of exhibition, because without betting profitable attendance is not possible. Well regulated specula- 
tion over horse contention and the superiority of one splendid and well-bred animal over others is not un- 
healthy. The problem of what is regulated speculation over horse racing has been met by the Jockey 
Club of New York and solved. It has been decided by the courts of the State of New York that as many 
bets as one chooses to make can be made between individuals who do not operate from a place or publicly 
record such bets. Such decisions have been repeated fay the courts. 

What is taw in New York may be law in Illinois, and it is perfectly obvious that should the friends 

of racing organize, test the present Illinois law and decisions — none too stalwart or sharp in their lines 

unrecorded and individual bets would be given legal sanction. They are made in every corner of sport in 
every corner of the land daily without condemnation by public opinion or police interference. 

Tiie day is coming when this organized straightening out of the racing-betting problem will be solved 

In Illinois as it has been solved in New York. But it must be made by representative citizens merchants 

and public-spirited men of high repute — over a racing organization and a racing establishment such as 
were those of the dead and gone but splendid Washington Park Club. Such a movement for such an or- 
ganization is in the clean Chicago mind and when it comes the gambling and gaming device laws of 
Illinois will be tested and found not to apply to such regulated betting as such racing by such an organi- 
zation would bo sure to bring. Racing with professional betting for profit by the old guard which once 

got hold of great sums through their operations, is out of joint with the times. Though they do Z I T,' T At * 

seem to know it, such people are not wanted in any future Chicago racing. ^ “ \ g0O<1 lead ’ Knapp ea8,n « hi 

It does not seem to be possible to gain legislation in favor of betting by machine or otherwise in to^tlie ^cale'fTa nd'^Sir "V° D 

modern legislatures.

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 10. — Heavy noon hour 
rains converted the Aqueduct course into a condi- 
tion of sloppiness anil had a great effect upon the 
attendance, patrons anticipating the eventual nu- 
merous withdrawals. A goodly crowd, however, 
braved the elements that they might witness the 
running of the Dwyer Stakes. The big three-year- 
old feature fell to Purchase when he overcame the 
illustrious Sir Barton at a difference of nine pounds 
weight in his favor. Commander Ross elected to 
start Sir Barton after the rainfall and Ms race, 
although defeated, detracted nothing from his repu- 
tation. With Eternal, Cirrus and Questionnaire 
withdrawn, and Crystal Ford left in, the race had 
the aspect of a match before Its running. 

The intermittent showers ceased -just before the 
horses reached the barrier. After a delay in which 
Purchase repeated his accustomed unruly behavior, 
the barrier was sprung with Sir Barton leading 
them. Loftns kept him to his task after galnis-r 
tins early advantage and set the pace. Purchase, 
for the first three-quarters was pinned in next to 
the rail by Crystal Ford and Knapp, when the turn 
was reached, decided a clear course could only be 
secured by coming to the outside, took the Hildreth 
candidate back and came around Crystal Ford. 
Running freely, he closed np on Sir Barton, to 
which Loftus had applied the lash when the final 
quarter post was reached. Sir Barton stood his 
punishment gamely, but Purchase proved too much 
for him at the weights and drew away after having 
raced closely with him for a sixteenth. At tiie end 
he had a good lead, with Knapp easing him np. 
Great applause greeted the winner upon his return 
to the scales and Sir Barton was almost as well 
cheered. 

“Sir Barton did not show any signs of lameness 
this morning,” said Commander Ross, “and we de- 
cided to start him, encouraged by the muddy con- 
dition of the track. He had not worked as im- 
pressively as Mr. Bedwell would have wished, but 
it was one of these cases where a goodly stake 
was involved. The horse is not quite as good just 
now as he has been. I was pleased to see him pull 
up sound.” 



Threat of Sheriff to Raid the Track if Betting General Opinion Advanced After Hit Defeat in Dwyer 
Continued Results in Declaring Off Meeting. Stakes — Be Frank in Empire City Handicap. 



LIBERTYVILLE, 111., July 10. — Following an 
announcement by sheriff Elmer Green of Lake 
County that further betting would result in he and 
his deputies raiding the Libertyville race track, the 
races were called off today and all plans for con- 
tinuing the proposed twenty days’ meeting were 
abandoned. James O’Leary, the promoter, was vis- 
ited in person by the sheriff, who told him that 
lie had observed numerous violations of the law on 
Wednesday, when the Hot Springs system of wager- 
ing was used. With the ban on every kind of 
betting where money had to be passed, O’Leary said 
that there was nothing else he could do but sus- 
pend operations. 

Alsnit three hundred persons went to Libertyville 
today, none knowing that the meeting had so sud- 
denly terminated until they arrived at the traek. 
Most of them were turf followers, and they left for 
various parts of the country as soon as they saw 
that everything was off. 

The horses which were running at Libertyville 
will in all probability be sent to Kentucky, where 
they will take part in a number of fairs to be 
conducted throughout the rest of this month and 
next. Out of the sixty-five horses here, only about 
forty- five were available for racing, as the others 
were suffering from some ailment or another. 

1’roiuoter O’Leary said that his racing venture 
hud cost him and his associates in the vicinity of 
$-*0,UU0. All of the purse money was paid as 
fast as it was won. 



T0RCHBEARER FINE STUD PROSPECT 

The black horse Torchbearer, which pulled up so 
lame after winning the third race, is a fine in- 
dividual and should be put in the stud when his 
racing days are over. By Radium, a sire of good 
horses in England, his dam Uackler’s Pride, an 
Irish mare which won the Cambridgeshire Handicap 
twice, he is well worthy of being mated with some 
of our best American mareR. 

Jockey Tommy Murray, who will be seen in the 
saddle during the Empire City meeting, was a much 
better rider than Fator when both boys were at 
Havana last winter. Murray is under contract to 
the Oklahoma oil magnate, W. V. Tbraves. He is 
not quite eighteen yean of age, and can ride at 
ninety -five pounds. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., July 10. — It was the general 
opinion after the finish of the Dwyer Stakes that 
| Sir Barton had been kept on edge too long, and 
while not detracting from the merits of Purchase 
in any degree, it was a ease of a stale colt trying 
to give nine pounds to a three-year-old which had 
not gone through the strenuous campaign which Mr. 
Bedwell fouud it necessary to administer to Sir 
Barton in order to have him ready to accomplish 
the great things the stout little son of Star Shoot 
lias done this year. Their next meeting, at equal 
weighs, should be the race of the year. 

C. M. Garrison announced at the track, when 
questioned as to why his good gelding Be Frank was 
an absentee from the Dwyer Stakes, that he had 
instructed trainer Jennings to get him ready for the 
Empire City Handicap on Saturday, and that his 
colt would be a starter rain or shine. With 109 
pounds on his back Be Frank should put up a 
sterling performance. It was at Empire City that 
Be Frank graudated from the maiden ranks last 
year, winning the five-eighths dash in 1:00. 

Purchase was bred by W. B. Miller of Connecti- 
cut. Mr. Miller bought a number of mares from 
J. E. Madden, among them Clierryola. When Pur- 
chase was born Mr. Madden fancied him and bought 
him as a weanling. Under the rules Mr. Miller gets 
the credit as tiie breeder.

Slippery Elm, which lias not raced since the Oak- 
lawn meeting early in the spring, is working at 
Jamaica in a manner that suggests he will be 
ready for a race daring the first half of the Em- 
pire City meeting. 



H. G. Bedwell, the trainer of Sir Barton, started 
the horse with the proviso that Mr. Boss would not 
speculate on the race. “About a week or ten days 
ago the horse hit himself in his work,” said Mr. 
Bedwell. “We conld see no abrasion of the skin, 
yet there was evidently a bruise. This caused a let- 
up of five days in his work.

The steeplechase contest of the day fell to De- 
cisive after a sharp brush with The Dean which 
challenged him too late. 

Torchbearer ran away from a fast band opposed 
to him in tiie Voter Handicap ran as the third 
race. 

The news of the sudden death of "Broadway” 
Alex Smith, for years a well-known follower of the 
turf, will be a shook to his many friends. As late 
as Tuesday Mr. Smith attended the Aqueduct traek 
and in the best of health apparently. Yesterday he 
was taken with an attack of indigestion and died 
after a few hours’ illness. Smith originally was 
identified with the sporting world as a professional 
baseball player. 

Hanna, the jockey who rode Northwood in his 
recent race, is but a new beginner in cross-country 
work, but he gives every promise of holding his 
own. 

Judging from the time of the race won by King 
Thrush and the weight he carried, he looms np 
prominently in the two-year-old division. There 
was a strong head on wind against him, yet he ran 
five-eighths out of the chute nearly two seconds 
faster than did Afternoon, a filly from the Whitney 
stable which is believed to be better than the 
ordinary. 

The stable of Commander Ross has been a trifle 
disarranged of late owing to sickness and ailments.

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 10. — President James 
Butler of the Empire City Racing Association, 
whose summer meeting will be inaugurated on Sat- 
urday and will continue to Thursday, July 31. is an 
optimist on the subject of racing, and he is also 
a firm believer in the necessity of trials of speed 
in connection with the horse breeding industry. Mr. 
Butler has an extensive breeding 6 tud at Eastview 
Farm in Westchester County, with the sire Pebbles, 
by Ben Brush, at its head. 

“Without racing,” said Mr. Butler today, “we 
would be all at sea in the matter of horse breeding. 
This applies with equal force to the trotting as well 
as the running turf, and, by the way, the best of 
the trotters that I have bred and raced in the past 
all had a strain of thoroughbred blood in their pedi- 
grees. It is only by breeding the best to the best 
that we make progress and we only get a knowledge 
of the weak spots in a man’s or horse’s makeup 
by setting him a task that will call for a supreme 
effort.

Racing therefore 
means something big in an economic way to every 
country where it is permitted, as well as furnishing 
a stirring means of recreation to the public. 

PLEASURE FOR THE BREEDER. 

“The man who witnesses the great turf battles 
of the year g ts a lot of pleasure from the sport, 
but the individual who derives the greatest return 
of all is he who breeds and races the product of 
his own stud. When you follow the youngsters 
from their earliest days in the paddocks by their 
mother’s side up through the various breaking and 
training processes and then see them battling with 
others of their kind and bringing your colors home 
in triumph, there Is a satisfaction that nothing else 
approaches. 

“While I have not seen a race this year,” re- 
sumed Mr. Butler, who lost his son. Pierce, in the 
battle of the Argonne, “I understand that the 
crowds are greater than at any time since the days 
prior to the Hughes anti -racing legislation. It was 
only natural that the pendulum should swing back. 
The public has always been fond of racing, and I 
look for the sport to go on making new friends con- 
stantly.

SOME STRANGE CATFISH TYPES 

Speoies Found in South America Wear Shell Like 
Armor. 

Students of fish life are interested in the catfish 
which has developed a remarkable number of dif- 
ferent and peculiar forms. The armored catfish 
which is found in streams in South America some- 
times finds its way into the collection of aquarists 
in this city. - .Nature has generously provided it 
with a shell-like armor to protect it against the 
attacks of larger and stronger fishes. 

“The. rivers of Sooth America,” John T. Nichols, 
head of the department of ichthyology of the Ameri- 
can Museum, said, “abound in catfislies of almost 
every conceivable size and form. Many bear a 
marked semblance to the whiskered horned-pout 
familiar to every country boy in the north who 
goes fishing, but others are different. They are 
encased in an armature of bony plates, somewhat 
in the manner of an armadillo or of the knights of 
old. These armored catfish belong to two families, 
which are the Calliehthids and the Loricarids. In 
the former the sides of the body are covered by two 
longitudinal series of plates, and in tiic latter the 
body is more or less completely covered with several

series of plates arranged comparatively irregularly. 
The mouth is small on the under surface of the 
head, somewhat sucker-like in appearance, but with 
small teeth. 

“The two comon types of this family are l’lecos- 
tomus, with big head, something like that of a sea 
robin, and Loricaria, which is elongate, its tail 
portion much flattened. In some species of Pie- 
cost om us the scutes are keeled; in others they are 
smooth. Certain Loricarids, especially those found 
in rushing mountain torrents, have a smooth skin 
without armor, and it is also in this family that 
the most remarkable armored forms occur. One of 
these is Farrowelis. 

“Catfish are most abundant and are found in 
greatest variety in South America and in Africa. 
The probabilities are that they entered those two 
southern continents from the north, but finding few 
fishes to compete with them in the fresh waer 
there, they developed a remarkable number of dif- 
ferent and peculiar forms in order to take advan- 
tage of every aspect of their environment. In 
Africa a catfish was evolved which protects it- 
self by giving a powerful electric shock. In South 
America we have no such electric catfish, its place 
in a sense being taken by an ‘electric eel,* bat 
there are many species of catfish protected by bony 
plates, which form a sort of armor. Of our local 
catfishes all are of one type similar to horned 
pout.

Commenting on the World’s Fair American Derby, 
turf doings of the past and the American Derby of 
1««4, won by Rel el Santa Anita, the McDaniel 
Brothers, Henry and Will, both In the first flight 
of American traners, bad this to say to a Now 
York Herald man recently. Said Henry McDaniel: 

“I trained Key el Santa Anita when he won the 
American Derby. I was then twenty-six years old, 
the youngest trainer who ever won the American 
Derby. Will McDaniel won the Derby long before 
I did mine.” 

“Yes,” responded Will McDaniel, who was along- 
side of Henry, “I won my American Derby a whole 
year before Henry did his, and I won the big one, 
the World’s Fair Derby, worth $60,000. Now I 
want to tell you another thing. I won it with 
the best horse. All that has been said and published 
to the effect that Garrison won the race is all 
nonsense. 

“Garrison rode the horse all right, but he was on 
the best horse. Boundless raced and worked bet- 
ter than any other starter. He lmd Morello straight 
in the Derby at Hawthorne, and his work at Wash- 
ington Park was incomparably better than what 
was done by the Keene pair, St. Leonards and 
Chorister. “You timed the work that was done 
two days before the race,” said he to a bystander. 
“You saw St. Leonards and Chorister do a mile and 
a half in 2:5434. Just as Lakeland took the Keene 
horses off the track you saw my horse start and 
.von saw me stop him in 2:49. The track was heavy, 
particularly on the inside, and the work was done 
out in the middle of it. 

“Now I want to show the poor showing he made 
in the Realization. He was not fit to start, and 
I did not want to start him. When lie got here 
from Chicago he refused to eat. It was the first 
time while he was in my care that he did not eut 
every oat that was offered him. I told Cushing. 
He didn’t like to start the horse, but felt obligated 
to do so because all the expenses of shipping from 
Chicago and back were guaranteed. Besides Bill 
Barnes, who nominated the horse for the Realization 
and who made all the arrangements for bringing 
the horse here, wanted to start. Well, Boundless 
ran a poor race and was never again the horse 
he was at Chicago.”

FISHING IN SUEZ CANAL 



Arabian Waters Happy Hunting 
Grounds for the Expert Angler, 



Many Varieties and All Sisea, Includ- 
ing Swordfish and Tnna t Can 
Be Cauicht. 



The Suez Canal is one of the happiest hunting 
grounds an angler could wish for. An inkling of 
its fame reached me before 1 left England, and at 
various stages en route I heard stories of the big 
fish which are taken from its waters, writes J. H. 
Hurst in the Fishing Gazette of London, England. 
My actual experiences were disappointing at first, 
but later I had ample proof of the truth of the 
statements made. It was soon evident that the 
canal contained swordfish, for their fry could be 
seen swimming in shoals near the surface of the 
water. I caught one with a small book, and found 
that its formidable sword was covered with a deli- 
cate skin. It was a slender fish, and apart from 
its sword had no protection. But the swordfish 
is a master swordsman and, as his slender form in- 
dicates, is one of the swiftest among a population 
of swift swimmers. 

A little later the double-cypher line was strain- 
ing to the tugging of a tuna. Not a life-size tuna, 
of course, but an infant of about five ounces. His 
brothers followed him with keen curiosity, and only 
veered off when he was drawn to the bank. He was 
a plump, silvery fish, with a blue back and a yellow 
tail. Later on he made an excellent live bait. The 
small tuna were rather a novelty, this being the 
only shoal I saw during a week of fishing. There 
were thousands of young pilchard and seabream, 
however, and one day when I swam across the canal 
I found a large Japanese crab in the shallow water 
at the other side. I was half inclined to try to 
catch it, but thought it hardly worth while, es- 
jieeially as the crab displayed a keen inclination to 
meet me half way. 

Apart from the capture of a torpedo fish of about 
one iMrtind, and the loss of another fish of doubtful 
sjiecies, which took the light tackle instead of the 
heavy stuff, and added to its bad behavior by wind- 
ing the ox gut round a submerged pile, 1 had no 
s|*»rt worth mentioning for a few days. The “canal 
salmon” — a large, silvery, black-spotted fish, with 
a prickly dorsal fin — refused spoon baits and cuttle- 
fish, and disdained small pilchards. Then a friend 
told me he had discovered a small island round 
which fishes of all sizes gambolled and frolicked all 
day long. I accordingly visited the island, equipped 
with some good-sized live baits, including the tuna 
previously mentioned. 

SALMON AND TUNA IN PLENTY, 

The island was a great discovery. Shelving shal- 
lows surrounded it, haunted by large shoals of 
small fishes up to eight inches in length. They 
came to the shallows to escape the salmon in the 
deep water. The latter occasionally followed their 
prey to the shore, and the resultant commotion was 
something I shall never forget. Down at the other 
end of the island the little fish would begin to 
jump and scatter like sparks from an anvil, fleeing 
along the surface, partly in and partly out of the 
water, while in the center of the disturbance a 
heavy swirl denoted the presence of the canal sal- 
mon. Then the small fry a rushing up to the 
head of the island, with the salmon close at their 
heels. Sometimes two or three salmon would at- 
tack the unlucky shoal from different sides and put 
them into such a state of panic that it was possibe 
to catch them in the landng-net. 

The silvery tuna had not been in the water two 
minutes before it was seized, and the fish — a heavy 
salmon — was off like a flash of lightning, with 
the reel spinning round at express speed. In the 
middle of the canal ( where the water is thirty 
feet deep, the salmon stopped to yawn, and the 
tackle came out of its mouth, with the remnants 
of the bait. The salmon made another rush at 
the bait as it was being drawn out, but stopped 
short when it saw its condition. The tuna was 
cut clean in two, with the tail half missing and 
the remaining half again sliced nearly into two 
pieces. 

Half an hour later, just as I was watching a 
disturbance some distance away, another salmon 
grabbed the new bait and departed like a shot 
with a flight of hooks and a yard of gut. I was 
fast discovering that fishing for canal salmon is 
a sport to be taken seriously. Pike -fishing is 
nothing to it. An instant’s inattention and all 
kinds of things can happen. 

FIGHTING FISH OF UNKNOWN SPECIES. 

Towards dusk a mighty specimen of the finny 
tribe played small hell around the island. He 
started at one end and in half a minute spread 
terror in all directions. He was here, there, every- 
where, splashing, plunging, rushing upon his prey, 
his huge mouth agape, with rows and rows of 
needle -pointed teeth showing. Twice he jumped 
clean out of the water, displaying his brilliant 
sinews to the covetous eyes of the angler on the 
island. The small fish went berserk, darting back- 
ward and forward, not knowing which way to flee 
from the fury which rushed through their scattering 
ranks like a whirlwind. Then the float shot under 
and I felt a strong resistance. 

Away he went in a furious dive, with line tearing 
off the reel, and me hoping there would be no hitch, 
no jamb, for a twist of the line round the handle 
of tlie reel or any sudden check would have spelt 
disaster. I followed him down the island till he 
stopj»ed at last, and I was relieved to find every- 
thing running smoothly and the fish apparently well 
hooked. Then he gave in. He came up quite 
tamely at the finish. Like an English chub, he hud 
put all his strength into the first rush. It was an 
inglorious end for a live-pound fish, which, a few 
minutes ltefore had been beating all records of 
frightfulness. But the sequel, when he was served 
up for dinner, nicely cooked and garnished, closed 
his career with more befitting ceremony. His 
flesh, however, was quite white. Of course, he was 
no relative of Salmo salar at all. 

The large swordfish do not ma.e their presence 
so evident, but night is the time when the levia- 
thans of the canal come out to play. After dark 
all sorts of weird und tremendous plunges can be 
heal'd in the canal. One night a school of por- 
poises went past, bellowing like bulls and churning 
up the water like a steam tug. 

Vet at sunrise the next morning all was culm 
and still. A few Arab dhows were moored snugly 
to the bunk, their sails furled, their masts reflect- 
ing in the placid water, und the whole scene more 
like a picture of some sluggish Dutch canal tliun 
the habitat of some of the biggest and most for- 
midable submarines that Nature cun produce.

NEW GAME CODE OF ILLINOIS 



L'nder the new (lame and Fish Code of Illinois, 
enacted by the legislature of that state, which ad- 
journed last week, the open seasons for taking game 



and game birds, and the daily bag limits are as 
follows : 

Cock pheasants — October 1 to October 5, both 
dates inclusive. Bag limit per day two birds. Un- 
lawful to have more than six pheasants in possession 
at any one time. 

Plovers — Black -breasted and golden, greater and 
lesser yellowlegs, September 16 to December 31, both 
dates inclusive. Bag limit, fifteen in one day. 
Unlawful to have more than fifty in possession at 
one time. 

Prairie chickens — October 20 to 31, both dates in- 
clusive. Bag limit.three birds per day. Unlawful 
to have more than twelve birds in possession at one 
time. 

Quail (Bob White) — November 10 to December 10, 
both dates inclusive. Bag limit, twelve birds per 
day. Unlawful to have more than thirty-six in 
possession at same time. 

Kail9 (except coots) — September 1 to November 
30, both dates inclusive. Bag limit, fifteen birds 
per day. Unlawful to have more than sixty in 
possession at same time. 

Snipe — (Wilson and jack) — September 16 to De- 
cember 31, both dates inclusive. Unlawful to have 
more than fifty birds in possession at one time. 

Waterfowl (brants, coots, ducks, geese) — Sep- 
tember 16 to December 31, both dates inclusive. 
Bag limit, eight brant, fifteen coot, fifteen ducks, 
eight geese. Unlawful to have in possession at one 
time more than ten brants, sixty coots, sixty ducks, 
ten geese. 

Wood ducks and eider ducks are protected abso- 
lutely until September 16, 1925. 

It is unlawful to hunt any such waterfowl from 
any fixed or artificial ambush located beyond the 
lines of the natural covering of reeds, canes, 
willows, flags, crooked brush, wild rice, or other 
vegetation above the open waters of any lake, bayou 
or inlet, or other water course within the jurisdic- 
tion of the state. To hunt or kill, or attempt to 
hunt or kill, any such waterfowl from an electric, 
gas or steam launch, sailboat, or aero or hydroplane. 
To use a rifle, swivel gun, trap, snare or net in 
hunting or killing, or attempting to hunt or kill any 
such waterfowl. To use a sneak bout, sink box, or 
other device for the purpose of concealment when 
hunting any such waterfowl. To use a trap, snare 
or net in attempting to take any of the game birds 
mentioned above. To take or needlessly destroy the 
nests or eggs thereof. To hunt or kill, or attempt 
to hunt or kill, any of such game birds before sun- 
rise or after sunset. To buy, sell or barter, or offer 
to buy, sell or barter, or for any commercial insti- 
tution, commission house, restaurant or cafe keeper 
to have in possession any of the game birds men- 
tioned above, whether killed or taken within or 
without this state, or lawfully or unlawfully killed 
or taken. 

Deer — Unlawful to hunt deer until November 10, 
1925. 

Squirrels — August 1 to December 1. both dates 
inclusive. Bag limit, ten per day. Unlawful to 
have more than twenty in possession at one time. 

Raccoons, minks, muskrats, skunks, opossums, 
foxes und otters are protected except between No- 
vember 1 and the following March 15, both dates in- 
clusive. 

It is unlawful to disturb, mutilate or destroy the 
house or den of any fur bearing animal, or to cut 
down or to cut into any tree containing the den of 
any fur bearing animal, or to destroy or molest the 
house or den of any otter or muskrat except where 
such house or den obstructs d public or private ditch 
or water course; and it is also unlawful to hunt, 
kill, take or destroy rabbits, squirrels or any fur 
bearing animal with, through the use of, or by the 
aid of a ferret. 

It is also unlawful to hunt, kill, take or destroy 
or attempt to hunt, kill, take or destroy game 
birds, rabbits, squirrels, or fur bearing animals 
from any automobile or vehicle of any kind pro- 
pelled by mechanical power, by the use of lights 
tliereof or any light used from such vehicle.

NEW FISH LAWS OF ILLINOIS 



Just before its adjournment last week the Legis- 
lature of the State of Illinois enacted a new fish 
and game code. The following is a condensed sum- 
mary of the regulations affecting game fish: 

Blackbass — Unlawful to take except with hook 
and lines. Cannot be sold or bartered, whether 
caught within or without the state. Unlawful for 
commission house, retaurant or cafe keeper or fish 
dealer to have in possession. 

Bass (rock, white or striped), buffalo, bullhead, 
cat, carp, catfish, crappies, perch (white), perch 
(yellow or ringed) and sunfish — Unlawful to catch 
fish of less than the following lengths, except 
by hook and lines: Rockbass, six inches; white or 
striped bass, eight inches; buffalo, fifteen inches; 
bullhead cat, dressed, seven inches; bullhead cat, 
undressed, eight inches; carp, fifteen inches; cat- 
fish, thirteen inches; catfish (blue or channel), 
fifteen inches; crappies, eight inches; perch (white), 
ten inches; perch (yellow or ringed), seven inches; 
sunfish, six inches. Unlawful to buy, sell or 

barter, or offer to buy, sell or barter, or to ship 
or offer for shipment or receive for shipment or 
for any commercial institution, commission house, 
restaurant or cafe keeper or fish dealer to have in 
possession any of the above-mentioned fish if the 
same are undersized or if taken from waters within 
the state between the first day of April and the 
first day of June, both inclusive, but this provision 
does not apply to fish placed in cold storage prior 
to the first day of April. 

Blackfins, chubs, herring and longjaws — Unlawful 
to take with either gill nets, dip nets or pound nets, 
the meshes of which are either more or less than 
one and one-quarter inches square. 

Lake perch — Unlawful to take fish less than seven 
inches in length, except by hook and lines; to 
buy, sell or barter, or offer to buy, sell or barter, 
or for any commercial institution, commission house, 
etc., to have in possession undersized fish; to 
catch or attempt to catch with gill nets, dip nets 
or pound nets, the meshes of which are less than 
one and one-quarter inches squure. 

Pickerel, pike and pike perch (commonly known 
as walleyed pike, jack or yellow salmon) — Unlawful 
to catch except by hook and line; to buy, sell or 
barter, or offer to buy, sell or barter, or for any 
commercial institution, commission house, etc., to 
have in possession if taken from waters within the 
jurisdiction of the state; to buy, sell or barter, or 
offer to buy, sell or barter, or for any commercial 
institution, commission house, etc., to have pick- 
erel or pike of less than fifteen inches in length 
or pike perch of less than thirteen inches in length 
in possession if taken without the state. 

Lake trout and wliitefish — Unlawful to take with 
gill nets or pound nets, the meshes of which are less 
than two and one-quarter inches square; to catch 
or attempt to catch between the first day of No- 
vember and the first day of December, both in- 
clusive, by means of any device whatsoever; to 
take lake trout or wliitefish of less weight than one 
and one-quarter pounds dressed, provided that any 
single catch of these fish containing not in excess 
of ten per cent undersized fish shall not be un- 
lawful, but such undersized fish shall not be 
shipped, but be disposed of upon the shore of the 
body of water from which taken; to buy, sell or

GENERAL NEWS NOYES OF THE DAY 



WASHINGTON. D. C., July 10.— President Wil- 
son, in presenting the peace treaty with Germany to 
the senate today, declared that “a league of free 
nations had become a practical necessity,” to which 
the framers of the treaty felt obliged to turn “as 
an indispensable instrumentality for the maintenance 
of the new order it has been their purpose to set 
up iu the world.” The “most skeptical” of the 
peace conferees at Paris, the President said, had 
turned more and more to the league, as discussion 
progressed, in seeking solution of the problems that 
arose iu framing the terms of the treaty itself. 
“The fact that the covenant of the league was the 
first substantive part of the treaty to be worked 
out and agreed upon,” the President said, “while 
all else was in solution, liclpeil to make the formu- 
lation of the rest easier.” Mr. Wilson said the 
agreement on the covenant had given the conferees 
a feeling that their work was to be permanent and 
that the most practical among them “were at last 
tlie most ready to refer to the league of nations 
the superintendence of aU interests which did not 
admit of immediate determination, of all adminis- 
trative problems which were to require a continu- 
ing oversight. What bad seemed a counsel of per- 



fection,” said the President, “had come to seem 
a plain counsel of necessity. The league of na- 
tions was the practical statesman’s hope of success 
in many of the most difficult things he was at- 
tempting.” 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10.— The war cost 
the United States $30,177,000,000 up to June 30. 
1919. Secretary Glass made this estimate yesterday 
in submitting to tlie congressional appropriations 
committees the preliminary statements of the treas- 
ury on the condition of the nation’s finances. He 
arrived at the estimate by subtracting the average 
peacetime expenses for the same length of time, at 
the rate of $1,000,000,000 annually, from the total 
expenditures. $32,427,000,000, during the war. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10.— President Wilson 
is understood to take the position that a two-thirds* 
vote will be required to adopt any Senate reserva- 
tions in ratifying the peace treaty. The impression 
of opposition leaders in the Senate has been that 
only a simple majority would be required. 

ST. JOHNS, N. F., July 10. — Two men were killed 
and two injured when the Allan liner Grampian. 
Montreal for Liverpool, collided with an iceberg 
off Cape Race last night. Tlie steamship, with 750 
passengers and a crew of 350, arrived here this 
morning for repairs. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10. — Rear Admiral 
William S. Sims, who commanded American naval 
forces in European waters during the war, was 
decorated with the rank and cross of a grand officer 
of the legion of honor today at tie navy depart- 
ment. 

PARIS, France, July 10. — Reports received from 
German sources that American troops would occupy 
Upper Silesia were denied in American circles here 
today. A member of the American peace delega- 
tion characterized the reports as "perfect rubbish.” 

LONDON, England, July 10. — Notwithstanding 
strong opposition by the government, a house of 
commons committee today adopted by a vote of 15 
to 12 a clause in the alien bill restricting the em- 
ployment of aliens in Great Britain. 

PARIS, France, July 10. — The coal miners of cen- 
tral and southern France decided to resume work 
Friday. The differences between tlie miners and 
their employers were adjusted through the arbitra- 
tion of the ministry of labor.
